Opening Of Escanaba Harbor 
Coincides With Start Of Spring 
OPENING of the Escanaba harbor to 
navigation this year nearly but not 
quite coincides with 
the 
beginning 
of 
spring. 
The Coset Guard has announced 
that ice breakers will enter Little Bay de 
Noc Friday noon and carve a channel to 
the 
ore docks. 
The official opening of 
spring is a few hours earlier, on Thursday. 
to be more exact. 
The ice in Bay de Noc now is thick—24 
inches and solid blue, no honeycombing. 
Only the Mackinaw is capable of crunching 
its way through the ice field with any ap­ 
preciable measure of speed, according to 
thooe who are supposed to know about 
theae things. 
Local fishermen requested a delay in the 
opening of the harbor because of the heavy 
smelt harvest. The Coast Guard reported 
that the first ore boat is scheduled to ar­ 
rive at Escanaba Sunday 
and 
that 
ice 
breaking operations cannot be delayed be­ 
yond Friday. Another factor in the deci­ 
sion presumably is the amount 
of 
ice 
breaking chores still ahead for the Mack­ 
inaw and the other ships of the ice break­ 
ing fleet 
It is unfortunate that the opening of the 
harbor each year comes at the time the 
smelt harvest is heaviest. The silvery fish 
are moving toward the rivers in droves. 
Awaiting the annual spawning runs. 
The 
heavy commercial catches through the ice 
presage a heavy spawning run up the riv­ 
e n and streams. 
The prospects of a steel strike provided

Niw TB Drug Is 
Still "Experimental" 
A 
NYONE concerned with the ravages of 
tuberculosis in Michigan should be up­ 
lifted by recent reports of another drug 
for possible use against the disease. The 
drug, described by New York scientists as 
being of the “isonicotinic acid group,” 
is 
said to have near spectacular effects. 
At the same time, it should be noted that 
even the most optimistic accounts class all 
known results with Ate drug as ‘‘experi­ 
mental.** 
Status of die drug was made clear by Dr. 
Esmond R. Long, Philadelphia, dean of the 
nation’s tuberculosis scientists and medical 
research director of the National Tubercu­ 
losis Association. 
Speaking to Michigan Tuberculosis As­ 
sociation trustees in Lansing recently. Dr. 
Long warned against premature optimism. 
Aa authority on research in tuberculosis, 
the doctor said there is 
an 
“immense” 
amount of work still to be done in estab­ 
lishing the value of the drug, which so far 
has bean tried on relatively small numbers 
af persons. 
Added to this k the repeated advice of 
TB experts that even a sure, quick cure 
for tuberculosis would not bring immedi­ 
ate control of the disease. The job of find­ 
ing cases would be magnified. 
Treatment 
resources would be taxed to the limit. 
Such information represents an appeal 
for common sense and does not make re­ 
ports oat the drug any 
less 
encouraging. 
However, to avoid the pitfall of false se­ 
curity against TB, the “wait and see” atti­ 
d a e is recommended. 
With every assur- 
anee that experiments are being pushed as 
fast as possible, this outlook on the matter 
also may avoid crushing disappointments, 
especially for the many tuberculosis pa- 
and their families.

TlirEXICO should be happy that its talent- 
ed but Communistic artist, Diego Riv­ 
era. has bought back from the government 
his canvas mural which depicts Joe Stalin 
as a benevolent character and Uncle Sam 
and John Bull as a couple of evil dopes. 
Mexico 
commissioned Rivera to do a 
mural for next summer’s show of Mexican 
art in Paris. The painter came up with a 
Communistic canvas that no self-respect­ 
ing non-Communistic nation could possibly 
accept. Because the government regarded a

contract—something that 
Communists never do—they decided to pay 
Rivera for the mural but not show it in 
Paris. They did put the canvas on display 
at a Mexican gallery but the protests were 
terrific. The government decided to hide 
the canvas. 
So Rivera bought it back, returning to

($4,600 
American) that Rivera was paid for the 
painting. W hat Rivera will do with it, of 
course, is his own business. He can make a 
present of it to Stalin, if he wants to do so.

HOSPITAL CHARGES 
(Marinette Eagle-Star) 
One of the many subjects coming to the 
attention of the legislative council is the 
charge for hospitalization at University of 
Wisconsin General Hospital at Madison. It 
was built for the care of indigent and oth­ 
er public patients as a memorial to World 
War I soldiers. 
Counties are especially interested be­ 
cause the charge for the care of public pa­ 
tients sent there by counties is $14 per day 
while private patients are assessed $16 per 
day. By comparison, the charge at Mari­ 
nette General is $9.50 to $10 per day for 
private rooms and $7.50 for semi-private. 
Legislators will be interested to learn 
why the state hospital charges so much 
more than private hospitals throughout the 
state. There may be plausible reasons, such 
as higher salaries set by civil service scales 
and other factors. But the difference can 
hardly be blamed on 
salaries 
paid 
to 
nurses. They are still the most underpaid 
of hospital personnel- 
Actually the question of charges at Wis­ 
consin General Hospital 
probably 
boils 
down to a question of w hether the state or 
the counties should foot more or less of the 
bill. If the charges at the hospital are re­ 
duced. the counties will pay less. However. 
if the reduction is made arbitrarily with­ 
out consideration for operating costs, then 
the state will have to pay the difference. 
The situation at the university hospital 
merits toe attention of the Legislature if 
for no other reason to eliminate criticism 
of the state institution.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—The final decision re­ 
garding a steel strike will depend prim ar­ 
ily on four men. These men belong neith­ 
er to the union nor to a 
steel 
company. 
They are the government officials who 
must decide whether they can permit a 
boost in wages to be compensated for by a 
boost in the price of steel. 
The four men are: ex-Governor Ellis Ai- 
nall of Georgia, now on 
the 
immediate 
price firing line as director of the Office 
of Price Stabilization; 
2. Roger Putnam. 
Springfield, Mass., m anufacturer, now head 
of economic stabilization; 
3, Charles E. 
Wilson, former head of General Electric, 
now head of defense 
Mobilization; 
and, 
finally, President Truman. 
All four, at the moment, are agreed that 
the steel-industry profits ave zooming, that 
they have never been so high before, and 
that they are ample to take care of the 
wage boost being proposed by the wage 
board. They also agree that to grant an in­ 
crease in steel prices—beyond the modest 
boost which comes automatically under the 
Capehart amendment—would start more 
inflation. 
Furtherm ore, OPS Director A m ah feels 
so strongly about this that he would resign 
before upping the price of steel. 
Arnall 
doesn’t believe in fireworks or fancy resig­ 
nations. But he has told close friends that 
he’ll politely pick up his hat and go back 
to Georgia if he is ordered to grant an in­ 
crease in steel prices. 
Significantly, President Truman feels 
exactly the same way. He has told advisers 
that he won’t give the steel industry a pen­ 
ny of price increase. 
So, if the men at the top and bottom 
stick together, the steel industry may be 
in for a rough time. 
JET CENSORSHIP 
Secretary of the I^avy Dan Kimball has 
put himself in the position 
of 
censoring 
Navy subordinates for talking to the Wash­ 
ington M erry-Go-Round, yet at the same 
tim e criticizing the Washington M erry-Go- 
Round for allegedly failing to talk to the 
Navy. 
Last week, this columnist published a 
comparison of Naval jet engines purchas­ 
ed from P r a t t-W hitney in East Hartford, 
Conn., and Allison Motors in Indianapolis, 
in which it was pointed out that the Allison 
jet job cost only $31,000, while the Piatt- 
Whitney jet job cost $50,046. Yet the Navy 
ordered 2,435 of the more expensive Pratt- 
W hitney engines and only 200 of the Alli­ 
sons, though Naval pilots, as of February, 
still found the Pratt-W hitney performance 
“unacceptable.” 
Immediately 
following 
publication of 
this column, one Naval technician, Vernon 
Haynes, mentioned as favoring the Allison 
engine, was sent a peremptory letter by 
the Navy, demanding an explanation as to 
why he had “talked to Pearson.” 
Subsequently, Haynes was summoned to 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy and 
asked to explain w’hy his name had “ap­ 
peared in Pearson's column” as favoring 
the Allison engine. 
Simultaneously, 
the same Secretary of 
the Navy wrote an official letter inquiring 
why Pearson had not discussed jet engines 
w ith Navy press relations. 
In other words, the Navy appeared more 
concerned with smoking out 
my 
news 
sources than cracking down on officers re­ 
sponsible for the jet-engine blunder. “Talk­ 
ing to Pearson,” it seemed, was a greater 
crime than having no jet planes capable of 
meeting the enemy in Korea. 
Note—Naval pilots, who are among the 
best in the world, but who have been kept 
out of the Korean jet fighting 
by 
poor 
Naval engine design, point to some inter­ 
esting comparisons between 
the 
Pratt- 
W hitney J48 engine and the Allison J33. 
The turbine blades on the Pratt-W hitney, 
they point out, cost $99 each, on the Allison 
only $19. Likewise, the Pratt-W hitney tad 
pipe costs $800 while the Allison tail pipe 
costs $200.

France came out erf’ tho war 
with a national inferiority com­ 
plex, stemming 
from the igno­ 
miniously sw'ift defeat of 1940. 
Liberation didn’t bring automatic 
prosperity. 
The Communists and 
the Gaullists grew on all this. 
Then there was the traditional 
fear of Germany. 
Finally, came the moment when 
our efforts abroad were focused, 
not so much upon a longterm sta­ 
ble economic future, but upon im­ 
mediate defense against the threat 
of Russian aggression. This, with 
NATO and its m ilitary offspirng, 
SHAPE, meant that economically 
tottering nations like France would 
have to divert increasing propor­ 
tions of their nationaal budgets to­ 
ward production for poossiible war. 
To a French people starved for 
civilian 
goods 
we 
promulgated 
“ guns instead of butter” as the 
order of the day. 
Most French­ 
men hadn’t ever had the butter. 
This was gravy for all dissident 
groups. 
But even within this grim pic­ 
ture one finds a few bright spots 
for collective security. 
Right 
now 
there 
are 
850,000 
troops on active duty. 
Taken to­ 
gether with men already trained, 
France has an immediate poten­ 
tial of 1.200,000 troops. 
It is esti­ 
m ated that by 
1954, 
a trained 
force of 6,000,000 troops could be 
available—if there is equiipment 
and training facilities for them. 
To these can be added 90.000 air­ 
men on active duty, and 50.000 
men in the Navy. 
And she still has one important 
psychological point in her favor: 
the pride of past military glory 
that demands rebirth. 
It sticks deeply 
in men like 
Georges Bidault, defense minister 
in the last cabinet, who is de­ 
termined that France will fulfill 
her NATO commitments. 
Others 
like him are convinced that only 
through honor can France win 
back her place of dignity in the 
western world. 
As staunch as France's Bidault, 
is Italy’s defense minister, Rinaldo 
Fiore-Vernazza. 
Where 
Bidault 
is 
small 
and 
tned-looking, 
Fiore-Vernazza 
is 
full of robust vitality. 
In his of­ 
fice he gazes often at a large pic­ 
ture of Garibaldi.

LANSING— (ZP) —Michigan has 
spent $117,OOO,GOO to modernize its 
public schools, yet rn state survey 
said it should spend $400,000,000 
tor “essential improvements.” 
A survey of state school needs 
made by the state Department of 
Public Instruction reported these 
facts: 
1,206 schools with 31,443 pupils 
have only outdoor toilet facili­ 
ties, 55 schools with 4,782 pupils 
have no toilet facilities, 113 schools 
with 4,533 popils have no water 
available on the school grounds 
and 694 schools with 22,037 pupils 
have no fixed washing facilities. 
124,884 pupils are in 935 school 
buildings which are “unsatisfac­ 
tory” and should 
be 
abandoned 
immediately. 
13,697 pupils are attending class­ 
es in rented quarters. 
28,492 
pupils 
are 
attending 
classes in temporary or makeshift 
quarters. 
Michigan’s schools 
are 
over­ 
crowded by 108,316 pupils. 
44,302 
pupils 
are 
attending 
school in multiple sessions or some 
form of short school day because 
of overcrowding. 
2,578 districts still educate 64,- 
004 pupils in one-room schools. 
53 per cent of the schools are 
built of combustible materials, 405 
of them with 117,662 pupils are 
more than one story high and do 
not meet fire safety standards. 
39.9 per cent of Michigan schools 
were built before 1900 and 64.2 
per cent before 1920. 
Current enrollments and birth 
rates indicate 
Michigan 
should 
add 3,638 classrooms, costing $95,- 
000,000 to its school plant by Sept. 
22 to house 
109,240 
additional 
children entering school in the 
preceding 18 months. 
251,611 pupils are transported to 
and from school daily by their 
school districts, which own 3,541 
school busses valued at $9,000,000.

Earnings Near $2 
The government appeared to be 
r e a d y to allow a $2 increase in 
steel prices, now at about $110 a 
ton. 
But this would cover only 
costs to m id-1951 and steelmakers 
contend it would fail to compen­ 
sate for new wage increases. 
ThfLSteelworkers, now averaging 
just under $2 an hour earnings in­ 
cluding overtime, w ant an 18lu­ 
cent hourly boost plus a batch of 
other contract improvements. 
The industry plan was to split 
the 13.7 cents into 9 cents straight 
wages and 4.7 cents in improved 
holiday and vacation allowances. 
This would have given workers a 
day’s pay for unworked holidays, 
double time for worked holidays. 
They now get no pay for unwork­ 
ed holidays, and tim e-and-a-half 
for worked holidays. 
It would have given workers a 
third week’s vacation 
after 
15 
years of service, instead of after 
25 years as at present. 
Other figures 
understood 
to 
have been mentioned in WSB dis­ 
cussions ranged up to 26 and 28 
cents an hour, as the cost of all 
wage and other benefits. 
So the 
compromise will be between that 
and the industry m em bers’ reject­ 
ed offer. 
There is no commitment by the 
steel industry to grant even the 
rejected 13.7-cent figure. 


Larceny Trial 


Begins In Court 


Testimony was -oegun today in

Cattle Skulls Found 
He reported that the cattle be­ 
longed to St. Bonaventure School 
in Sturtevant, Wis., and that hfe 
acted as caretaker to the animals 
since the time of sale 
to 
the 
school in 1949 and 1950. 
He disclosed the discovery 
of 
truck tire tracks on the location 
where the remains were 
found 
which Prosecuting Attorney Clyde 
McGonagle earlier contended were 
identical with those made by a 
pick-up truck owned by Steiner. 
Watchorn 
testified 
that 
the 
three cattle skulls found on his 
range showed evidence of bullet 
holes. 
He declared that prior to the 
initial hearing of the case in Ju s­ 
tice Court in Gladstone. 
Steiner 
called on him to deny his alleged 
part in the disappearance of the 
livestock. 
Second witness on 
the 
stand 
this morning was Detective George 
Strong of the Michigan State Po­ 
lice. 
22 Rifle Used 
He reported that after 
being 
called in on the case, he made 
scientific investigations on 
the 
scene of the felony, taking plaster 
casts of the tire tracks and ex­ 
amining the skulls for lodged bul­ 
lets. 
According to the detective, no 
bullets were found, with indica­ 
tions that the bullets passed di­ 
rectly through the heads. 
From 
the size of the bore and from a 
metallic particle found inside one 
of the skulls, he believed that a 
.22 caliber rifle was used.

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What In The World?

BONN, Germany — This 
little 
town, situated 
on 
the 
famous 
ihine river, is now the capital of 
he West German Republic. Dur- 
ng our stay here we have spent 
some little time looking over the 
luhr valley, which is the heart of 
herman industry. 
Coming from 
Berlin, our plane landed at Dus- 
>eldorf. We then came by auto­ 
nobile to Bonn, some 90 
miles 
tom the Dusseldorf airport. On

city of Cologne, said to

most bombed-out community 
in 
all Germany. 
Little is left in Cologne. Block 
after block in both the

and residential sections have been 
completely destroyed.

The famous Cologne Cathedral, 
one of the world’s most beautiful, 
stands like a giant sentry

Before coming to Europe, I had 
heard that the Cologne cathedral

old folks, have acquired the brief 
case habit. I have asked

Germans why the brief case craze 
and they invariably shrug 
their 
shoulders and say it’s merely 
a 
more convenient way of carrying 
things. In Berlin one day I saw & 
man open his brief case and take 
out a newspaper. I swear 
there 
was nothing else in it.

Food is apparently plentiful in 
Germany. There is no austerity as 
far as we can see. This morning 
I ordered breakfast of bacon and 
eggs. I was served three eggs in­ 
stead of two as is customary 
at 
home. They rarely serve toast, but 
give you several slices of 
good, 
solid German bread and 
lots of 
butter. Tonight for dinner I 
had 
wild boar steak, a real 
German 
delicacy, preceded by some of the 
tastiest oxtail soup 
served 
any­ 
where. 
I’m oven becoming accustomed 
to having wine with my 
meals. 
But if you don’t stop these people, 
they’ll have wine coming out of 
your ears. How they can stand it, 
is beyond me. 


Neo-Nazis unpopular—We had 
our first look at a Neo-Nazi the 
other evening in front of our hotel 
here in Bonn. 
A 
blue 
zhirted, 
highly decorated member 
of the 
Deutches Partei stood 
for some 
time near the front entrance, ap­ 
parently waiting for someone. He 
was about 30 years old, with light 
blond hair, blue eyes 
and 
light 
complexion. He was 
nearly 
six 
feet tall and solidly built. 
As he stood there, it was 
in­ 
teresting to watch other Germans 
as they passed him. In every in­ 
stance they gave him cold looks 
and many of them made remarks 
we 
couldn’t 
understand, 
but 
which were obviously unfriendly. 
Two policemen stood nearby and 
glared at the man while discussing 
his presence disgustedly. 
Finally a car drove up and out 
stepped a half-dozen boys about 
ll or 12 years of age. One by one 
they advanced, bowed stiffly and 
shook hands with the man. 
His 
expression didn’t change 
during 
the entire ceremony. 
The group 
then entered the hotel, stepped in­ 
to the elevator and disappeared. 
The young German on the desk 
at the hotel that evening saw me 
watching as the glass-walled ele­ 
vator rose out of sight. He called 
to me and said: “If you American 
newspapermen want to do some­ 
thing for Germany, write some­ 
thing about those silly men. Ev­ 
eryone hates them. We who have 
been through the war know that 
any party which has

uniform is no good.’’

Advice Given 
Ladder Users 


EAST LANSING—“Ladders are 
simply 
constructed 
and 
nearly 
everyone climbs them, but unsafe 
ladders are used too frequently,” 
says David Steinicke, Michigan 
State College safety specialist. 
Most climbing accidents, he says 
are caused by the use of impro­ 
per equipment or loss of balance 
while on the ladder. 
He reminds ladder users to in­ 
spect them periodically for rusted 
or loose bolts or nails, and for 
cracked, decayed or loose rungs 
or supports. 
“Never leave a ladder where it 
may fall, be tipped over or bump­ 
ed into,” Steinicke warns. “They 
should be stored where they are 
easily accessible in case of fire or 
other emergencies.” 
He stresses setting the ladder 
securely before mounting it.

a widow* with one son living in a distant city. 
When my husband lived, he handed out money by the hundreds 
whenever my son asked for it. Now he s cross at me and doesn't 
write because I told him I can’t give money. I had to turn him 
down in the fall when he asked for $2,000. He knows I get only 
a very small income and I’m afraid of tapping my savings. He 
isn’t in need as he makes $100 a week. It hurts me not to re­ 
ceive letter* from him. Shall I keep wTiting to him or not?”— 
Mrs. W. L 
(A ) By all means, write to your son. And don’t hesitate to tell 
him how lonely you are, how' much you miss him, and how much 
you miss receiving letters from him Make it clear to him that you 
have a m other's love for him. even if you cannot help him financially. 
Be sure to explain to him in full detail how’ much your husband 
left to you and what your annual expenses are. Explain, also, that 
you do not want to use any of your savings because, as the years 
creep on, illness sometimes strikes and this can be a heavy drain 
on your financial resources. 
Surely, if your son is any kind of man. he will see how unfair 
he is to asy you to give him any money now that you are a widow 
and m ust live on greatly reduced income. If he is so selfish, self- 
centered, and grabbing that he cannot see this unfairness, then there 
is nothing you can do but allow’ him to sulk in silence. 
Don’t, how’ever, make the mistake of giving in to his requests 
for m oney to keep his favor. If your son will be friendly with you 
only so long as you hand out money at his every request, he is not 
worth bothering about, even if he is your own son. 
As a grown man, earning his own living, it is he rather than you 
who should be handing out money. After receiving money from your 
husband as he formerly did, he should feel obligated and want to do 
something to make your life easier and pleasanter now’ that your 
husband is dead and you have no source of support. 
Give your son a reasonable amount of time to assimilate the 
facts you w rite to him about your financial status. If, then, he con­ 
tinues to turn a cold shoulder to you because you are not sending 
him money, stop writing to him and look upon him as an unworthy 
son.

“ America cannot and must not 
sec these people die of starvation

exposure,”

Rural Yellow Fever 
Kills 400 In Brazil; 
Now Under Control 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil —f/P) 
—Jungle yellow fever, carried by 
a mosquito which lives only in the 
forests, has killed 400 Brazilians 
since last May but now is being 
brought under control. 
Dr. Arlindo De Assis, head of 
the national health 
department, 
said the spread of the disease has 
been stopped and the epidemic is 
expected to be put down within 
two months. 
The fever has not affected city 
residents. 
Some 3,000 cases have 
been reported in rural areas. Un­ 
der government plans to immunize 
all th* rural population, about a 
million already have been vacci­ 
nated.

LANSING — iv* — A cross-section 
report on surveys in 26 Michigan 
communities indicates the public 
in general approves of its school 
system.

The department said 55.5 per 
cent believe the schools are doing 
a good job, 4J.8 per cent a fair job 
and 2.7 a poor job. 
The report said 76.1 per cent of 
the people.answering believe chil­ 
dren are as well educated by 
gram m ar schools as they were in 
the parents’ school days, and 74.3 
per cent endorsed the results of 
high school education. 
The survey said that 73.9 per 
cent do not believe there is too 
much experimentation and changes 
in today’s schools.

well-trained and up-to-date, 
and I 


that 76.2 per cent believe teaching 
salaries are too low. 
Asked to list the subjects—-be­

Vocational 
education,

cent; home and family liviing, 60.5

WASHINGTON —(/P)— Presi­ 
f t Truman secretly feared on 
o occasions in recent years that 
orld War III was about to break 
t. 
He m w that explosive threat 
nit in the Berlin crisis in Sep- 
mber, 1948, and again in the 
nited Nations reverses in Korea 
December, 
1950, 
after

hina intervened. 
Truman recorded his anxieties 
ver war—along with his private- 
noted thoughts on Stalin, Rus- 
a, preventive war and various 
ther foreign m atters—in person- 
1 papers published today in the 
ok “Mr. President”. 
The book, published by Farrar, 
traus and Young. Inc., was writ- 
n by William Hillman, former 
ewspaperman who 
now 
is 
a 
adio commentator for the Mutual 
roadcasting System. 
Lecture To Byrnes 
The papers also disclose that 
rumen once sent a message to 
he Kremlin that Stalin was not 
man of his word. 
And the 
resident once read Secretary of 
tate James F. Byrnes a stiff iec- 
ure on who was boss of U. S. 
oreign policy and on the need for 
tough attitude toward Russia. 
In the Byrnes memorandum, 
ssibly the most sensational item 
n the book, Truman said sharply 
hat he, not Byrnes, would make 
inal foreign policy decisions and 
e added bluntly: “I’m tired baby- 
ng the Russians.” 
That was in January, 1946. and 
yrnes, who was then one of the 
resident’s closest advisers, had 
been to Moscow where he 
ade agreements which critics 
haracterized as appeasement of 
e Russians. 
In his own book of five years 
go, “Speaking Frankly”, Byrnes 
aid the Moscow meeting of U. S., 
ritish and Soviet foreign min­ 
sters broke a deadlock on d iali­ 
ng the Italian and other World 
ar II peace treaties, provided 
for a Soviet voice in Japanese af­ 
fairs on America’s terms, made 
progress toward broadening the 
Red controlled government of Ro­ 
mania and 
Bulgaria, 
produced 
new agreements on China, won 
Russian assent to creation of a 
United Nations 
commission 
to 
study atomic energy control and 
left unresolved only the question 
of what to do about the Red r e ­ 
volution in northern Iran. 
Truman, however, saw the re­ 
sults of the Moscow meeting in tin 
■ntirsly 
different 
light. 
After 


ust 


penning his views, he wrote this 
introductory note to the draft: 
“I wrote" this memo and read it 
to my secretary of state. 
So ur­ 
gent were its contents I neither 
had it typed nor mailed. But pre­ 
ferred to read it in order to give 
emphasis to the points I wanted ot 
make.” 
Protesta Russia’s Conduct 
In the document Truman said 
he would never agree to recognize 
the governments of Romania and 
Bulgaria unless they were “radi­ 
cally” 
reorganized. 
Eventually 
the U. S. did recognize both gov­ 
ernments. 
Truman said, too 
the 
United 
States 
should 
protest 
violently 
against Russia’s conduct in Iran. 
He predicted Russia would in­ 
vade Turkey and seize the Dar­ 
danelles unless confronted 
with 
force. 
He said that what the United 
States should do thenceforth was 
to make its own demands on Rus­ 
sia, including internationalization 
of Communist - held waterways 
like the Danube and a settlement 
of Russia’s lend lease debt to this 
country. 
And Truman said 
the 
United 
States should “maintain complete 
control of Japan and the Pacific.” 
Trum an’s account gives no hint 
as to Byrnes’ response. 
But the 
impression is inescapable that the 
affair marked the beginning of a 
period of intensifying friction be­ 
tween the President and his secre­ 
tary of state at that time. 
Byrnes resigned a year later. 
The absence of any word on 
what other differences developed 
between Truman and Byrnes dur­ 
ing the year that followed makes 
the book notable for its omissions 
as well as its disclosures. 
For example, clearcut informa­ 
tion is lacking on any fresh in­ 
sight into Trum an’s dismissal of 
commerce secretary Henry Wal­ 
lace after Wallace’s foreign policy 
row 
with Byrnes in September, 
1946; on the resignation 18 months 
ago of Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson after his long feud with | 
Secretary of State Acheson; on the 1 
bitter fight against Acheson in 1 
Congress and in some adminis- I 
tration quarters; and on the abor- | 
tive 1948 pre-election project for 
.sending Chief Justice Fred M. I 
Vinson on a “peace mission” to 
Moscow, which Gen. George C. * 
Marshall, then secretary of state, 
killed off. 
“Very Close to War” 
Here are the chief points the 
book does make about Truman 


and foreign policy matters: 
1. When Russia’s blockade of 
Berlin was six months old, the 
President was briefed by his mil­ 
itary chiefs on Sept. 13, 1948, on 
“bases, bombs, Moscow, Lenin­ 
grad, and the like.” 
Truman wrote afterwards: “I 
have a terrible feeling that we are 
very close to w ar.” 
He had re­ 
corded earlier that he had made 
the decision to stay in Berlin at 
any cost although the late Secre­ 
tary of Defense Forrestal wanted 
to hedge—apparently meaning to 
leave some way out if the Rus­ 
sian pressure got too heavy. 
2. On Dec. 9, 1950, a month after 
massive Chinese armies struck in 
Korea, Truman wrote that the na­ 
tion faced a jittery world and con­ 
fided: 
“I have worked for peace for 
five years and six months, and it 
looks like World War III is near.” 
In one of his many interviews 
with Hillman, author of the book, 
Truman said he regards a sugges­ 
tion for a “preventive w ar” with 
Russia as the “most awful ap­ 
proach” to the world’s current 
problems. 
Another war, the Pre­ 
sident said, would set civilization 
back a thousand years. 
4. In the Byrnes memorandum 
of January, 1946, Truman called 
for an end to compromise with 
Russia and said: “Unless Russia is 
faced with an iron fist and strong 
language another war is in the 
making. 
Only one language do 
they understand—“how many di­ 
visions have you?' ” 
5. A message to Stalin in March, 
1946, sent through Ambassador 
W alter Bedell S m ithG t Moscow 
said Truman 
was 
disappointed 
that Stalin had not kept his word 
to get Russian troops out of Iran 
by March 2. 
He also t<*ld Smith 
to “urge Stalin” to visit America. 
6. In 1947 Truman wrote Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt that he had 
been trying to carry out her late 
husband’s policy and that he had 
been surprised at Roosevelt’s pa­ 
tience 
in 
correspondence 
with 
Stalin. 
7. Also in 1947 the President 
noted: “I can’t agree that because 
Russia violates treaties we should 
follow her example and do the 
same thing.” 
Supports Kai-Shek 
8. On China, Truman in Octo­ 


ber, 1945, told Ambassador P at­ 
rick J. Hurley, then ambassador 
to China and Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer: “My policy is to sup­ 
port Chiang Kai-Shek, the presi­ 
dent of Nationalist China.” 
9. On Germany, a memorandum 
apparently intended for Byrnes in 
1945 or 1946 (the book is unclear) 
declared: “It is the policy to see 
that (postwar) Germany gets no 
better treatment than our allies, 
which she ruined.” 
10. On Japan, and at the same 
period, Truman said, Japan had 
been “a terribly cruel nation” in 
war but the United States should 
not act cruel for that reason. He 
expressed opposition to wiping 
out populations because 
of 
the 
“pigheadedness” of a leader and 
said he wouldn’t do it unless “ab­ 
solutely necessary”. 
Presumably 
this was written just ahead of the 
final surrender of Japan. 
11. 
Of Russia, Truman wrote 
last year that he was not satis­ 
fied with any of his histories of 
Russia and added: “It is up to us 
to find out all we can about the 
inside of Russia and then act ac­ 
cordingly.” 
Like many others, Truman had 
his early troubles with the State 
Department. 
After telling how 
Edward R. Stettinius, his first 
secretary of state, had photostatt­ 
ed and presented to the President 
in May, 1945, a copy of the Pre­ 
sident’s own markings on a policy 
paper, Truman wrote: “Evidently 
some of the 
State 
Department 
boys believe nobody, not even the 
President of the United States, 
x x x Must make changes.” Stet- 
tinius was succeeded by Byrnes 
a few months later.
